The Senator Fi*om Vermont Succumbs 
to an Attack of Pneumonia. 



I3:s Wife’s Reiuains Are Now in a Vaalt at 
Roeic Creek Cemetery. Near Washing;* 
ton — Probably the Senator’s Body 
Will Also Be Deposited There. 

Washington, Dec, 28.— Hon. JtLstin 
S. Morrill, the senior United States 
senator from V^ermont, died at 2.5 min- 
utes past 1 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing' in the 89 th year of his age, after 
an illness of less than a week. With 
him when the end came were his sister- 
in-law, Miss Louise Swan, his son 
James, Mr. Benjamin Durfee, for a 
-long time associated with the senator 
in the finance committee work at the 
capitol, and Col. S. E. Chamberlain, an 
intimate friend. Senator Proctor ■was 
ill the house at the time, as were also 
several other friends. The senator 
never recovered from the unconscious 
state into "VA^hich he lapsed early in the 
day and his death w^as calm and peace- 
ful. 

The immediate cause of death was 
nneumonia which developed from an

attack of grip contracted about a 
week ago. The venerable senator was 
confined to his home but seven days. 

No definite funeral arrangements 
have been made. It is altogether like- 
ly that public services will be held in 
the senate chamber, but just when can 
not now be stated. The remains of 
!Mrs. Morrill, who died during the pres- 
en t year, are now’ in a vault at Rock 
Creek cemetery, near this city, and it 
may be that the senator's body will be 
deposited there pending removal to 
StraflPord, Vt., where a mausoleum is 
now in course of construction. 

In the death of Hon. Justin Smith Morrill, 
the senate lost its senior member in point of 
'•ervice and its oldest in age. He had served in 
the senate continuously for more than 31 years 
i;nd he "wras 88 years 'old on the 14th of April 
last. With the single exception of Hon. Galu- 
sha Grotr, of the hou-e of representatives, he 
•was the oily man in congress whose congres- 
sional caieer began prior to the beginning 
of the civil war, and he had the honor over Mr. 
Grow in that his congressional service had 
toeen continuous, covering in the senate and 
house combined almost 44 years. Mr. Morrill 
Was a native of Venpont. He was first elected 
a member of the house from that state ts a 
member of the 34th congress, taking his seat 
at the first assembling of that body after the 
4th of March, 18.i5. He was re-elected to the 
85th, 3Gth. 37th. 38th and 3l>th congresses, and 
was in 186' elected to the senate to succeed 
Hon. Luke P. Poland. • He held his seat in the 
senate since that date without interruption, 
having been elected six terms succes-ively. 
His present term, to which he was chosen ia 
1896. would not have expired until 1903. 

It was at the beginning of the war that Mr. 
Morrill's practical business training first 
brought him forward as a man of national rep- 
utation He was the author of the Morrill 
tariff act of 1861, which was the basis of all the 
tariff legislation of war times. In 1861 he be- 
came chairman of the committee on ways and 
means, the principal committee of the hou.se, 
and at that critical time of especial import- 
ance. 

After entering the senate Mr. Morrill con- 
tinued to give his attention largely to finan- 
cial and commercial questions and during the 
greater part of his term of service he was 
identified as a member of the committee on 
finance, which committee deals especially with 
these subjects. He first became chairman of 
this committee in 1877 succeeding Senator 
Sherman when the latter entered the cabinet of 
President Hayes and he held this position con- 
tinuously after that date except during the 46th 
and congress, when the democratic party 
controlled the senate, and during those inter- 
vals he continued at the head of the republican 
representation on the committee. In recent 
years he delegated the greater share of the de- 
tails of the committee work t-i the younger 
members of the committee, but there had been 
but few times when he was not a regular attend- 
ant upon the committee meetings, and many in- 
stances are related of his surprising activity in 
directing the affairs of the committee up Ui 
the last. 

During his long career Mr. Morrill gave his 
attention to many questions, and no man in 
public life was more given th-an he to taking 
a subject and holding on to it through years 
mid years until consummated. He was the 
real father of the scheme for the construction 
of a building for the congressional library, and 
to him and Senator Voorhees, who yearly joined 
him impressing this question upon congress, is 
the splendid library building a monument.

Drookc'ii Orcli r Forbidding the Presence of 

Cnban Insurgents Evacuation Day the 

Cau'ie — Cabans Will Not Decorate. 

Havana, Dec. 29. — Cuban residents 
of Havana declared Wednesday night 
if Gen. Brooke does not rescind his or- 
der barring representatives of the Cu- 
ban insurgent army from being pres- 
ent at the evacuation day ceremonies 
on New Year’s day they will close 
their houses on that occasion, tear 
down their flags and decorations and 
remain indoors. 

The Cuban peace commission, after 
a stormy interview with Gen. Brooke, 
Wedne.sday night telegraphed Gen. 
Gomez not to come to Havana, as he 
intended, as no courtesy could be 
shown him. 

The Cubans are greatly excited. 
Wednesday night they stood on every 
corner of the city discussing the situa- 
tion in a half frenzied manner. “We 
have not fought for a change of mas- 
ters. We have fought for liberty and 
not for a new ownership,” declared 
Juan Frederico Centellas. one of the 
most prominent Cubans in Havana. 

Our army is still in the field. They 
shall not lay down their arms until we 
find out whether we are to be slaves or 
free.” 

Two nights ago Gen, Ludlow noti- 
fied the commission that Gen. Gomez 
and other prominent Cuban army lead- 
ers could be present at the ceremo- 
nies and that the Cuban army might 
enter Ilavana. 

W ednesday night Gen. Brooke told 
the commission that the Cuban army is 
not to be recognized and is to have 
no part in the demonstrations of Jan- 
uary 1. 

This action at once caused the Cu- 
ban’s to declare that they would stay 
in their houses, and the day of re- 
joicing over the raisng of the Stars 
and Stripes would be turned into a day 
of gloom and that the city should 
have the appearance of a town in 
mourning. 

Americans in Havana are much 
alarmed at the increased mortality in 
the city. The civil register Wednes- 
day night shows that three per- 
sons died of Asiatic cholera and 
four of malarial fever. Tue.sday four 
deaths were reported of yellow fever 
and ll of malarial fever out of a total 
death roll of 57. 

Smallpox is on the increase. Three 
or four deaths are reported every day. 
Yellow fever cases are increasing. 

Americans expect, by hurried san- 
itary work, to improve conditions rap- 
idly after‘January 1. The thing that 
alarms, or at least disgusts, the Amer- 
icans more than any other disease that 
nourishes here is leprosy. 

Tuesday night was one of alarm. It 
was feared that Wednesday the riots 
would assume a graver aspect. The 
insurgents who have not been permit- 
ted in the city since the atfair at the 
Hotel Ingleterra, were allowed to come 
in and act as police. 

The etfect of their presence in Maria, 
Monserrate, San Juan de Dios and 
other districts where rioting has oc- 
curred was magical. The insurgents 
would ride into a half frenzied crowd 
of paraders and, after leading the 
shouting for a few moments, would 
disperse the crowd. The insurgents’ 
word is law with the simple people ol 
the lower districts of the city and they 
were implicitly obe 3 ’ed. 

Only a few riots occurred Wedne.sdaj 
afternoon. Several people w’ere 
wounded and one man will die from 
wounds received. 

The city was quiet Wedne.sday night. 
Four companies of the 10th United 
States infantry kept guard.

THE GOVERNMENT OF GUAM. 

It Will D.ffer From Other CoIoniHl Poises, 
sions iu Havin: a Naval Instead of 
a Militarr Governor. 

, Washington, Dec. 29.— The island of 
Guam will probably be different from 
the other colonial possessions or 
dependencies of the United Slates in 
having a naval instead of a military 
governor. The reason is that the 
sole reason for the selection and ac- 
quirement of the island was to obtain 
a convenientl 3 ’ located naval station 
for our war ships, and that being the 
case, the navy should have exclusive 
control. The command will be of im- 
portance, for the island has a popula- 
tion of more than 8,000 people, and sc 
far from these being barbarians about 
1,400 of them are of European extrac- 
tion.

Raj. Gen. Brooke, Military Governor of 
Cuba, Arrived in Havana Taeeday— Mi- 
raculoiifi Chantre Wrought by Order 
of Capr. Gen. Castellanos. 

Havana, Dec. 28. — The citizens ol 
Havana read in their morning papers 
an order from Capt. Gen. Castellanos 
permitting the display of Cuban and 
American flags inside the lines of 
Spanish jurisdiction, and early Tues- 
day morning the Stars and Stripes 
and the Lone Star of Cuba floated 
over many buildings in the heart 
of the city and in streets where the 
Spanish soldiers still keep guard. The 
only buildings excepted in the ordei 
are. the government offices. Havana, 
therefore, is now bright with color and 
fire-crackers are being exploded 
in the streets and 'on the plazas. 
Fear of the Spaniards disap- 
peared with the appearance of this 
order for out came thousands of flags 
secretly made by the women of the 
households or clandestinley purchased 
from adventurous peddlers. Robert 
A. Scott, formerly city treasurer of 
Jack.sonville, Fla., succeeded in get- 
ting a small cargo of flags into Ha- 
vana some weeks ago and flags origin- 
ally costing about 4 cents have been 
selling for about a dollar each. 

The order of Capt. Gen, Castellnosa 
was issued after a conference with Gen. 
Ludlow, and it will be followed Tues- 
da 3 ’ night by an order closing th« 
cafes at 10 p. m. 

Gen. Ludlow rode around the city 
late Monday night, watching the tem- 
per of the people in the streets. Four- 
teen persons were wounded b 3 ’ people 
who fired different kinds of w’ capons 
in the streets. 

Maj. Gen, John II. Brooke, military 
governor of Cuba, arrived here from 
the United States Tuesda 3 ’. 

The city jail was delivered into the 
hands of the Americans on Saturday. 
One political prisoner was found there, 
Col. Baeallao, who was captured with 
Gen. Ruiz Rivera, and who was par- 
doned for political offences but sen- 
tenced to death on the charge of mur- 
der. / 

The United States transport -Tiobile, 
having on board t"wo battalions of the 
j.st Texas and the 2d Louisiana, has ar- 
rived here from Savannah, Ga., which 
port she left on December 15. 

Havana, Dec. 28. — The Spanish 
troops Tuesday still further contracted 
their lines and withdrew to the ex- 
tremity of the peninsula on which the 
city of-IIavana is built. They now oc- 
cup 3 ’ scarcely two square miles. The 
United States troops have moved from 
the suburbs into the city proper and 
Tuesday night were patrolling CentraV 
park and the prado. 

MISS MERCEDES GARCIA DIES 

Daughter of the Caban General Saocumba 
to Consaiuption — Body Will Be Taken 
to Cubi With Her Father’d. 

Tiiomasville, Ga., Dec. 28. — Miss 
Mercedes Garcia, daughter of the late 
Calixto Garcia, the Cuban leader, died 
at the Pineywoods hotel in this city 
Tuesday evening of consumption. 
Mrs. Garcia and her two daughters ar- 
rived here the day Gen. Garcia died 
in Washington and while at dinner 
received intelligence of the death 
of the head of the family. The con- 
tents of the telegram were never re- 
vealed to Mercedes, who was at that, 
time failing rapidl 3 % All the members 
of the Garcia famil 3 ’ at present in this 
country were at the bedside of Miss 
Mercedes when the end came. 

The body will be embalmed and 
taken to Cuba on the warship which 
the United States has designated to 
convey the remains of Geo. Garcia 
back to his native countr 3 ’. 

DEATH OF ENSIGN FORMIER. 

ParalygiB Carrleg Off One of thv Heroeg of 
Manila— lie Wag a Native of Indiana 
— He Died ou the Petrel. 

San Francisco, Dec. 28.— The steamer 
China brijught word from Shanghai of 
the arrival there on the 12th of last 
month of the gunboat Petrel. There 
was a sad incident in connection with 
the cruise of the Petrel. Ensign Geo. 
I. Formier, who fought bravely at 
Manila, died on board the vessel. De- 
ceased had suffered with stomach 
troubles and the disease finally de- 
yeloped paralysis. 

Ensign Formier was bom in Indiana 
and was 29 years of age. He gradu- 
ated from Anuapolis in 1889. He 
tought at Cavite and was mentioned in 
the dispatchef* for gallantr 3 ’. The 
ilumiui of his college have subscribed 
ior a sword o * honor which was to 
have been presented to him fo*' his be- 
havior during the late war.

Spaniards at Iloilo Snrrender to Insnr- rhe Cabans Will be Permitted to Cele- 
^ents Before Arrival of Americans— brate. Bat AmeriCtii Soldiers Will 

Tke r Flkp Hoisted Over the City. Be on' Duty «o Preserve Order. 



Washington, Dec. 29.— There is a 
good deal of anxiety in official circles 
here over recent events at Iloilo. Twa 
official dispatches have been received 
by the state and war departments, but 
it is impossible to gather from them 
an accurate knowdedge as to the condi- 
tion there. It is not even possible to 
learn whether the insurgents or the 
American forces have taken the 
place. Wednesday morning United 
States Consul Pratt, at Singa- 
pore, cabled the state department: 
“Iloilo taken 24th. Spanish fled 
to Borneo.” This threw the 
officials into deeper doubt than before. 
The American expedition which left 
Manila to go to Iloilo, '2,000 troops and 
the war ships Baltimore and Callao, 
would scarcel 3 ’ have had time, it is 
said, to have reached Iloilo by the 
24th. So the inference is that the in- 
surgents are in possession. Color is 
lent to this belief by the fact reported 
in one telegram that the Spaniards had 
retreated to a strongly fortified town 
bn the island of Mindanao. This does 
not agree with Consul Spratt’s state- 
ment that they fled to Borneo, the 
north coast of which is a British pos- 
se.s.sion, but it is believed that the con- 
sul is in error-on this point. 

Just before noon another dispatch 
came from Gen. Otis that at once con-

firmed the fears of the officials of the 
war department as to what had taken 
place at Iloilo. It appears that the 
American forces had arrived too late 
on the scene and that the insurgents 
had added to the difficulty of the prob- 
lems already presented b 3 ’ hoisting 
their flag over the cit 3 ’, which the 3 * 
have been besieging for months. The 
news was containetl in the following 
message from Gen. Otis: 

“Manila, Dec. 27. 
“Adjutant General, Washington: 

“Sent Col. Potter on fast vessel to 
Iloilo on 24th to communicate with 
Spanish Gen. Rios: latter evacuated 
evening of 24th and Potter 39 hours 
late: insurgents took possession of city 
on '2(5th, and Potter found Aguinaldo's 
flag fl 3 ’ing. Can not now report prob- 
able results; will not hear from there 
for four da 3 ’s, as no cable communica- 
tions. Spanish forces have evacuated 
all stations in southern islands, e.xcept 
Zamboanga, by orders, as they say, 
from Madrid. Otis.” 

The evacuation by the Spaniards of 
all the Philippine ports, as reported 
by Gen. Otis, although doubtless in- 
spired by a desire to secure their safe- 
ty by concentration, undoubledl 3 ’ has 
done much to complicate the problem 
alread 3 ’ presented the war department 
of extending the militarv’ jurisdiction 
of the United States over the islands. 

It will now be necessary to expedite 
the execution of the original plans, 
and it ma 3 ’ be fulU* expected that with- 
in a week important events will have 
happened in the Philippines. It is 
presumed that Gen. Otis will demand 
the surrender of Iloilo into his haijds, 
and this demand may at once raise 
the issue between the insurgents 
and our government of possession 
of the islands. The province ol 
Iloilo is set down in the official direct- 
ories as having a population of 472,000, 
an.1 it is the second seaport in import- 
ance in the Philippine group. It is lo- 
cated on a river navigable for vessels 
of 15 feet draught, so that ver 3 ’’ few ol 
our gunboats would be available to as- 
sist the troops in case it should be 
necessar 3 * to take forcible possession ol 
the city.

Henry *”omish, a member of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, w'ho 
lived in Mrs. Adams’ hou.se, also took 
f some of the drug and was rendered 
violently ill. 

The medicine came on Christmas 
day in a small silver stand, bearing a 
bromo seltzer label and was addresspd 
in a large masculine hand; “Mr. 
Henry Cornish, Knickerbocker athletic 
club, Madison avenue and Forty-fifth 
street. New Y'ork.” 

Immediately after taking a dose 
from the phial Mrs. Adams was con- 
vulsed in agony'. 

Dr. E. F. Hitchcock, of 7*3 West 
Eighty-seventh street, was hastily 
summoned, and when he arrived he 
saw at once that Mrs. Adams was be- 
yond medical aid. lie essayed to re- 
vive her by the Silvester artificial res- 
piration process, but failed. 

The coroner is making a thorough 
invc.stigation, as is also the district 
attorney’, who has taken the case in 
hand. The latter was seen at a late 
hour Wednesday night, and stated 
that he had had an interview with 
Cornish, but preferred to remain quiet 
on the matter. Asked why, he replied: 
“Something he told me leads to the be- 
lief that we can locate the guilty par- 
ties but if made public would defeat 
the ends of justice.” 

— The wife of 
Harry’ Cornish before her marriage 
was Miss Addie Barden. She came 
here from Worcester, Mass., and was 
employed here as a clerk in a store.

She has lived for a year and a half on 
Huntington avenue, Boston. 

FOUR CARS LEAVE T HE TRACK 

They Took F ro and Were Consumed — 
Twelve Pe<iple Were Serionsly In- 
jured — A Corpse Cremated. 

Trinidad. Col., Dec. 39. — The east- 
bound California limited train llo. 4, 
on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
railroad, was wrecked 11 miles east of 
this city’ at 7 o’clock Wednesday’ morn- 
ing. 

The accident happened on a curve, 
and it is supposed to have been 
caused by’ the spreading of the 
rails. The engine, one Pullman and 
the dining car passed over all 
right. The observation car, two 
drawing room sleepers and composite 
car left the track.

Klot Retaroed the Fire — CabAoe and 
Spaniard* Killed and Wounded. 

Havana, Dec. 28, — The American 
troops were fired on in Havana Tues- 
day night. 

The whole city is in an uproar and 
serious rioting is threatened. 

A detail of Company M, 10th regular 
United States infantry, while quelling 
a riot which broke out on Bombay 
street at 6 o’clock Tuesday evening, 
was fired on. 

The regulars returned the fire, and 
sent volley after volley into the crowd 
of rioters ae they fled out of the street. 
Two Spanish sailors w’ere wounded 
and a Spanish marine was killed by 
the Americans. A number of other 
persons w’hose names could not be se- 
cured v\ t‘re also wounded in the melee 
which caused the interference of the 
American troops. Three Cubans were 
fatally injured. Several Spaniards 
who were carried away’ by friends 
W’ere wounded, but it is not known 
how’ seriously. 

None of the American soldiers were 
wounded. 

In the small riots that occurred in 
various parts of the city Tuesday* 12 
persons were wounded, several fatally. 

A Spanish soldier, marching with his 
company to the wharf, attempted to 
pull down a Cuban flag and 
an American flag waving over 
the door at 108 San Lazaro 
street. This started the fight. The 
Spaniards were fired upon from the 
housetops and windows. They re- 
turned the fire, riddling the front of 
the buildings with bullets. The soldier 
who attemnted to take down the flags 
fell on the steps of a house bleeding 
from wounds in the head and shoulder. 
The Spanish soldiers withdrew, carry- 
ing their injured comrades. 

Residents of San Lazaro say the 
w’ithdrawal of the Spaniards was due 
to the appearance of an American offi- 
cer, who persuaded the Spaniards to 
retire. The town Tuesday night was 
prac ically* in the hands of the Amer- 
icans. The Spaniards Tuesday night 
are supposed to still hold possession of 
the strip of ground between the prado 
and the port, but their soldiers have 
been withdrawn to within a few blocks 
of the port. 

Three companies of the 10th regular 
infantry, who were hurried into town 
Tuesday* afternoon, were on guard in 
the streets Tuesday* night. It is ex- 
pected that the entire 10th regiment 
will have to be brought in, together 
with the 8th United States, which has 
been encamped at the trocha only two 
miles aw ay*, in anticipation of such an 
emergency as exists.

All Sarvivors of Gen. Alurg^an’s Raiders In- 
vited to C'oluiiibas to Inspect the 
Discovered Hole in Ground. 

Coi.i'MBUS. O., Dec. 39.— All the sur- 
vivors of Gen. Morgan’s party who es- 
caped from the Ohio penitentiary dur- 
ing the war have been invited here to 
inspect the recently’ discovered tunnel 
through which it is claimed the raid- 
ers escaped, and settle for all time the 
dispute as to whether Morgan 
and his men escaped through the 
tunnel or by the connivance of the of- 
ficials of the penitentiary*. A carload 
of dirt taken from the tunnel made 
under the walls has been found in the 
air duct under the cells which Mor- 
gan’s men occupied. After the men 
made their escape the hole w'as filled 
up with loose dirt, and the clay around 
this shows the exact dimensions of the 
turn: el.

.-Ml tbe e.xcitement of tobogganing, to- 
gether with some entirely new features 
if that exhilarating sport, .'•an be en- 
joyed on the track of the Maritou 
I’ike’s Peak railway. This incline, hav- 
ing an average descent of 844.8 feet to 
the mile, offers an opportunity for 
coasting which i.s turned to good ac- 
count 1 y the officers and employes of 
the road.

PROFIT IN SHEEP. 

Pnrmer* Sliould FaKily Make from 2.'» 
to 50 Per Cent. Annually from 
^ Mutton Dreed*. 

A shepherd can make from 25 per 
► cent. toSOper cent, on his investment in 
mutton sheep, according to his skill. A 
good breeding ewe can produce enough ; 
wool to pay for keeping her. A ewe 
can be kept in thrifty condition, being 
fed such coarse fodders as straw, clover 
hay and corn fodder, with one-half 
^ pound of grain daily when she requires 
it, at a cost of one cent per day. during 
the. period of most expensive feeding. 
To pay for her keep she needs to pro- 
duce no more than ten pounds c.f good 
wool, and that a mutton ewe can do. 

• In addition to the wool the returns 
from a ewe will be at least one lamb — 
Jhe average of the mutton breeds is 
nearer one and one-half. From the 
facts derived from our experimental 
work it is safe to ‘^:iy that, charging 
• foods at market jii-.^es. mutton can be 
put on the market on foot for at l<=>ast 
three cents per' pound. Such mutton 
as can be furnished at that cost will sell 
for six cents, and the sheep should 
weigh 160 pounds. Here is a profit of 
K $4.50 from a sheep under the most mod- 
f erate circumstances. I have known 
' ewes of mutton breeding to produce 
each year a clear profit of ten io fifteen 
dollars. — Western Plowman, 

HINTS FOR STOCKMEN. 

Feed some chopped feed, with meal, 
to .the hogs. 

The work horse should have plenty 
of good grooming. 

Keep the pigs warm. Sometimes in 
v-rry cold weather better throw a blan- 
ket over them. 

While pigs should be kept warm, 
never Jet rhem bunch together for any 
consW^jrable time; it will produce dis- 
ease. 

One of the most fatal things for the 
pig is a coki, damp nest to sleep in. 
liemeniber the nest must never be 
damp; let it be either warm or cold. 

Very much is said about feeding 
■Aarm water to cows. The same prin- 
ciple applies to swine. Cooked or 
steamed food -does the hog an immense 
amount of good. 

As pigs increase in age it may be well 
to increase slightly the proportion of 
corn in order to make the ration a little 
more carbonaceous toward the finish- 
ing period. 

With a good dry bed and a good dry 
feed ing-rocm that is warm and lignt 
and kept clean, the pigs will do well to 
be confined to these two compartments 
until they are six months old, when 
they should weigh not less than 160 ! 
pounds 'each, — Western Plowman. 

Vesetable* for Poultry. 

It is not necessary to cut up potatoes, 
carrots or beets for poultry. Put them 
m the feeding places, cut in half, and 
' the fowls will pick them to pieces. It is 
well to mention that if dark yolks in 
eggs are desired, feed carroti, anti the 
yolks will be colored a deep yellow . The 
color of the yoke does not indicate 
quality, but there are some who prefer 
the dark color. Vegetables may be 
given poultry, and also tubers, without 
undergoing unnecessary labor for that 
purpose. — AmericAii Gardening.

L'i> a Profitable Retail Trade 
of Their Owu. . 

The great difficulty with the aver.ige 
farm bee keeper is in finding a market 
for his surplus. Tliis matter of mar- 
keting the products of a farm is one 
that should be given more thought by 
producers. They have so long sold to 
the grain buyer or merchants accord- 
ing to what they take to market, allow- 
ing the buyer to make the price, that a 
good many of them feel that it is rather 
a small business to try to sell tt retail. 
They look at it in a wrong light. .Not 
one consumer in a hundred but would 
prefer to buy butter, eggs, honey, fruit 
and vegetables direetl3’ from the pro- 
ducer, if he cotild do so. In selling 
honej’ go directly' to tlie best families 
and give them a glass full of your ex- 
tracted hone^’ or present them'with a 
quarter of a pound of nice como money 
and tell them you have it for sale, nam- 
ing the price. A few dajs later call 
again and ask for orders. Verj- often 
more than half the families will buy 
and gradually- others will come in with 
their orders until \’ou will have a se- 
cure market for all v’ou cau produce. 
It is a fact that a family that once gets 
into the habit of eating honey will ir. 
nine cases out of ten miss it so much 
when ihev’ get out of it that the^' w 11 
wish for more at once. 

The great ditficultv’ with bu3’ing 
honc3' at the average country town 
store is that merchants rarelv’ keep it 
in stock. They mav' biu' a few poiimis 
if they can get it in the wa3’ jf a trade, 
but thc3’ do not make a practice .'t 
keeping it and usiiall3' wIumi the3’ do 
the3’ demand a greater profit on it th-iu 
on an3’ other line of goods tlie3’ keep. 
Almost an3' hoiie3’ producer can get 
more than the wholesale ci*3' price by 
selling at home and b3’ doing Uiissav^s 
himself the cost of freight and commis- 
sions and runs no risk from ;*Jlowing 
his goods to get into the li.;nds of risky 
commission merchants. — Farmers’ 
Voice. 

QUARTERS FOR PIGS. 

They Should lie in the llnrn 

iiient and Never Where Otl*er 
Stueh I* Kept. 

Whenever a baru lias a barn base- 
niciit, as all should have, in that, should 
be fixed the winter quarters for the 
hogs. As there is a strong, oisagree- 
able smell from the p’gpeii, me bast- 
ment should not be where other stock 
is kept, _ud of course not near the 
house. Not only horses and sheep, 
which are dainty in their feeding, but 
even the eow, which is less affected uy 
foul odors, will refuse to eat food that 
has been where the stench troni the 
hogpen could get at it. Yet we have 
known farmers to allow hogs to run in 
the same stable with cattle and horses, 
and then wonder why the latter so 
often get “oil their feed,” and lose flesh. 
The hog alone will thrive unoer such 
circumstances, though even the hog in 
its effort to keep warm will crowd close 
around the larger animals to gather 
heat from their bodies, in this way the 
hog is ajit to be stepped upon or kicked, 
so that the practice is not best even for 
him. The pigs' winter quarters should 
be made warm, and also light, having a 
wall on the south side with large double 
windows .n it through which the win- 
ter sunlight ma3’ stream. If all ttie 
other sides are walled tight, and a 
bunch of chopped straw is put in one 
corner, the pigs will make their nest 
in that and sleep at night, but in sunn3* 
dav’s thev’ will huddle together where 
the sunlight can fall upon them. This 
matter of sunlight has much to do with 
the healthfulness of breeding sow’s and 
the successful rearing of their litters, 
especialh’ those farrowed in early 
spring. — American Cultivator.
